1„ One west-bound train, carrying about 40 tanka with muzzle 
brakes, was seen in SIEDLCB (R 55/l 88) 0 * 

Late September or early October 1949 

2, One west-bound troop train of 50 cars was dispatched from 
BREST LITOYSKo The troops were unarmed and were estimated 
at 18 to 20 years of age. Three cars of the train were 
• saficoupled in STRAUS BERG (N 53/V 15), cut the train proceeded 
.to ADLERS HOP (N 53/2 94). ** 

0 October 1949 


3. One train, headed west, was 3een under steam in POZNAN 
(P 53/X 26). The train carried about 40 new guns of an 
estimated 150 am caliber, without muzzle brakes. * 

10 and 12 October 1949 
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4. No congestion of trains was observed in BREST IITOVSK 
4 October 1949

recently repeatedly left INSl’ERBURG (R 55/7 55) on I'outs
